RAFTS. 


To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune : 

Siz: Is it not surprising, after the many ter- 
rible accidents which have occurred, both at sea 
and in sleeping-cars on land, that passengers 
should strip themselves, in retiring for the 
night, as if they were safe at home in their own 
houses and beds? 

No man, woman, or child should ever take 
their clothing off when sleeping on a car, steam- 


boat, orship. They ought always to be ready 
for any emergency, and regard themselves as 
very fortunate if none occurs. 


There is an American invention of a safety- 
raft, made of hollow metallie tubes, with lockers 
for water and provisions provi on it, which 
every steamship ought to be compelled by law 
to carry. It is far safer than boats, cau be 
tossed into the sea from a deck, and is all right 
no matter which side is up ost. This in- 
vantion cannot be sunk, and provided with 
ropes round it, which will support any namber 
of persons. When there are a few more of 
these shocking collisions and losses of human 
life, ship-owners may be compelled, in some 
way, to provide their ships with them.

PLANTS.

to bleed to h,—taken in a literal sense.

The answer of the Mayor and Council haying 


been given, and the facts being admitted on all 


bands, it only remains for them to preserve the 
peace, if attacked, 

The resumption of work by several of the 
closed factories will furnish considerable relief 
very soon after New Years. Other employ- 
ments, at presen} temporarily suspended, will 
follow suit. The outdoor work must, as is 
always the case in Chicago in the winter, be sus- 
pended. The winter, so far, has been an un- 
usually mild one, and the severity, when it 
comes, canndt last much over two months. 
During those two months every workman out of 
employment, in actual want, can obtain the 
needed assistance from the Relief and 
Aid Society. It is fortunate that this 
agency of relief existe, and that it has 
the means to reach every case of actual 
want: The whole matter haa now been fully dis- 
cussed. All persons know and understand what 
the city cannot do, and what the Relief and Aid 
Society can do.

ENGINEERS’ STRIEE. 

On Friday, a strike of locomotive-engineers oo- 
curred on the Pittabw zh, Fort Wayne & Chi- 
ago, the Pittsburgh, Cincinnati & St. Louis, 
the Cleveland & Pittsburgh. the Erie & Pitte- 
burgh, and perhaps other roads belonging o the | 


cago & Northwestern and the Illinois Central; but 
this turns out to be an error, no difficulty having 
occurred between either of those companies and 
their employes. 
Engineers are employed at varying rates, from | 
$2.75 to $8.50 per day, according to the skill of 
the engineer and the character of the service. 
The labor is arduous, and involves much re- 
sponsibility. It is a constant strain upon mind 


these mien range from $21 to $27 per week, for 
arduous labor and in a most responsible posi- 
tion, but the work is not regular or continuous, 
the time made by engineers not exceeding an 
average of nine months in a year. When the 


they adopted two plans of economy. One was 
a reduction of their aggregate force of hands, 
and the other a reduction of 10 per cent of the 
wages of the remainder, including the engineers. 
Assuming that the average earnings of these men 
are $80 per month for nine months in the 
year, their total wages is $720. This the Com- 
panies proposed to reduce to $648, or an a 

of $54 per month. We think that the of 
the engineers against this reduction was justi- 
fiable. No man who ever rode on a railway-car 
can be brought to understand that $60 per 
month the year round is excessive wages for the 
man on the engine upon whose skill, intelli- 
gence, sobriety, and sleepless vigilance depend 
the lives of the passengers and the property of 
the Company. Nor-do we think that the railroad 
companies can expect the sympathy of the pub- 
lic in a contest with the engineers upon the 
naked question of the difference between an 
average pay of 660 and $54 per month to the 


company can find men to run their en- 
gines at even lower wages than they offer. 
The public have a mght to demand that the trains 
runjby these companies shall be controlled by 
competent men, by men whose intelligence, 
fidelity, and experience are worth at least $60 a 
month the year round. We can understand the 
necessity of the railroad companies in reducing 
the rates of wages to the large force of men in 
their employ ; but in this reduetion there must 
be, of necessity, some discrimination. One-half 
the persons in the service of the companies are 
Jaborers and clerks. For the proper discharge 
of the duties of these no special fitness is re- 
quired, and there 1s but little responsibility. In 
the case of the engineers, there is a wide differ- 
énce. Upon them depends the safety of every 
train. They are essential to the operations of 
the road. The horrible sacrifice of life at the 
‘Bag, in August last, and the pecuniary loss to 
the company, ought to be a warning to all rail- 
road companies that, when they send trains out, 
they should be put into the hands of men 
of intelligence, ability, and experience. Seven 
hundred and twenty dollars a year, or an aver- 
age of $608 month, will not be regarded by the 
public as so excessive that even under the pres- 
sure of ) financial panic the wages of engineers 
shall be reduced to $54a month. The Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy Railroad acted wirely in 
excepting the engineers from the reduction of 
wages, and the other companies will find that 
one week's interruption of business will inflict a 
greater loss than can ever be made good by the 
proposed redaction of the pay of engineers. 

It the Pennsylvania Compapy were not so heav- 
fly water-logged with stock dividends and other 
fictitious liabilities, it would be abundantly able 
to go through the present crisis without reduc- 
ing the wages of its engineers. And it is a fair 
question to ask, whether it is right to saddle 
upon them the cost of paying dividends on moon- 
thine capital when times become so hard that 
it cannot besaddied upon passengers and freight.

CAPITAL AND INTEREST. 

One of the questions which address themselves 
directly to workingmen is, why is it that interest 
on capital, which is merely the savings of labor, 
should be perpetual, while the product of labor 
itself is consumed daily? In other words, why 
is the $50 which one workman baves out of his 
earnings perpetual in its existence, and produc- 
tive of an income, while the labor of another 
workman ends with the consumption of its pro- 
duct? The portion of wages saved exists for- 
ever as a productive fund; while the portion not 
saved perishes in the daily consumption of the 
laborer. 

It may help the explanation of this matter to 
remind the reader that capital is not always 
money. Any thing which has value, such as all 
kinds of materials, tools and machinery, food, 
furniture, houses, is capital. The possessor of 
tools and machinery possesses capital equal to 
the value of the labor necessary to produce 
them. This capital is made productive by the in- 
creased amount which, with their aid, the work- 
man can produce. If, however, the workman 
can accumulate $100, saved from his earnings, 
he can lend that at interest, year after year, and 
have it returned to him intact, in 
addition. to an annual sum for its use. 
This process is capable of being extended 
for hundreds of years, and still the original capi- 
tal remains, and continues to yield to the owner 
an income. It is urged by some that thus is all 
wrong; that there is no justification for this 
perpetuity of one form of the product of labor 
which does not exist in any other. We print in 
this issue of Tun Ton the admirable essay 
of M. Bastiat on “ Capital and Interest,” which 
ve especially to those who haive any 
doubts on this sa The essay is wiitten in 
a plain, homely style, and the illustrations and 
proofs are ofa kind that can be easily under- 
stood by any reader. Itis especially applicable 
to the circumstances which exist in this country 
to-day. 

Deprived of all value, save for immediate con- 
sumption by the producer, capital would cease 
to be created, booause no longer capable of being 
used. Without capital, of what avail would 
labor be except to produce the food necessary 
for consumption from day to day? Each man 
would consume all ho produced. If interest be 
denied to capital, we should be denied the privi- 


ing. There would be mo accumulations 
for old age, and the stimulus for saving 
would be taken away. It is the interest, the 
rent, the bire, or compensation which a man re- 
doi ves from the use of the property he has ac- 
| cumulated that is the great inducement to labor 
at all. The mechanic cannot work without 
tools; tools are capital which he must either 
borrow or purchase. If he have to borrow them 
from another, it is but right that he should pay 
something for their use. If he purchase them 
on credit he should pay something for the use 
of the capital. The illustrations given by Bas- 
tiat of the sack of corn, andthe plane, and the 
house, will carry conviction to any reasonable 
mind that capital in any other form than money 
is entitled to compensation for ite use. 

In the case where capital 1s represented by 
money, it is objected that by its nature it cannot 
reproduce itself like the corn, nor assist labor 
like the plane; it.®annot multiply itself; and 
that the remuneration it demands is sheer ex- 
tortion. But when the money is borrowed to 
purchase the corn, the plane, or the house, the 
transaction is not substantially changed; and, if 
the borrower is thus enabled to obtain profits 
which he could not have made without it, the 
loan of the money has served the same purpose 
that would have been accomplished had the 
thing purchased been loaned directly. Interest, 
or rent, or compensation, or hire, whether of 


rials, or cash, is but the remuneration which the 
borrower makes for the service he has received 
from the lender, which service, in his own esti- 
mation, was valuable to him—else he would not 
have been a borrower. * 
— 
A NATIONAL BENEFACTOR, 
In these days of degeneracy, dishonesty, fraud, 
and corruption, it is refreshing to read the rec- 
ord of the life of Johns Hopkins, who died in 
Baltimore last week. In his eighteenth year 
(1812), he entered mercantile life as a clerk ia 
the counting-room of his uncle, and very quickly 
mastered the busmess. In 1819, with the con- 
sent of his uncle, he formed a partnership with 
Benjamin P. Moore for the purpose of carrying 
on the wholesale grocery business. In 1822 the 
partnership was dissolved, and Mr. Hopkins called 
in to his aid two of his younger brothers, 
The business was rapidly developed,and soon ex- 
tended throughout Maryland and Virginia. Mr. 
Hopkins remained with the firm twenty-five 
years, and then retired, a wealthy man: After 
his retirement, he became President of the 
Merchants’ Bank of Baltimore, a position which 
he held up to the time of his death. In 1847, 
being already a large stockholder in the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad, he was induced to be- 
come Director, and, in 1855, he. 
appointed Chairman of the Finance Committee 
These are the principal evente in Mr. 
Hopkins business life, but, of themselves, the 
constitute no special claims to ranc 
except in the City of Baltimore. Of that eit 
he was the greatest benefactor. No one labored 
go earnestly and successfully as he to open new 
channels of commercial intercourse and to a- 
commodate the growing trade of ite merchants; 
and, in 1857, when the Baltimore & Ono Rail- 
road Company was embarrassed with monetary 
difficulties, he pledged his Whole private fortune 
for the support of the Company, and re-estab- 
lished ite credit on a firm footing. Asa bank 
officer, he was a close observer of young mer- 
chants, and always came to their assistance when 
they were worthy of it. | | 
The most beautiful feature of his life is shown 
in the fact that, during his struggle for wealth, 
he did not forget the claims of beneficence. 
For fifty years Johns Hopkins has been distrib- 
uting his great wealth in charity, without let- 
ting one hand know what the other was doing. 
Although his name was scarcely heard of outside 
his native city, he was constantly engaged in 
works of private charity. But hedid not confine 
himself to private charities, He was « large- 
hearted map, cosmopolitan in his tastes and 
feelings, and conceived great enterprises in the 
interests of humanity and education,to which he 
determined to devote the bulk of his fortune,

tres scholarship for poor and deserving students 
from Maryland and Virginia, and also for the 
establishment of a botanical and agricultural 
school upon the grounds. In addition to this 
great enterprise, he has set aside property to 
the value of $2,000,000, and thirteen acres of 
ground, which he purchased for $226,000, for the 
establishment of a hospital on the largest and 
most improved scale. During his life, and until 
the hospital buildings should be completed, he 
placed $100,000 per annum at the disposal of 
the Trustees to carry out his wishes, and from 
| the resources of the property which they will 
now receive they ere privileged’ to appropriate 
$20,000 per annum to the maintenance of the 
Colored Orphans’ Home, which will aceommo- 
date 800 of that class, while the Hospital will 
ultimately accommodate 400 patients. 

|. The total appropriation made by Mr. Hopkins 
for charity out of his fortane is over $5,000,000. 
At the same time, he has amply provided for his * 
surviving relatives, he himself never having xt 
been married. No man could covet a proudér ü 
record. He reached the allotted age of man, and 

died without a blemish upon his name. He saw 

all his family connections rise to an honorable = 
competence. While dispensing blessings to the 725 
poor with lavish hand for half a century his 22 
own fortune steadily grew, and the bread which 
he cast upon the waters thus returned o him. 
He assisted merchants, located trade, built great 
highways of transportation, and established the 
commercial importance of Baltimore by his 
sagacity, prudence, and far-seeing calculations. 
And all this was done with such modesty 
and privacy that his name was but little known 
outside of his native city. Finally, he crowned 
his noble benefactions by establishing a univer- 
sity, hospital, and orphans’ heme, with such 
splendid endowments that they will perpetuate 
his unostentatious charity, the rectitude of his 
quiet ‘life, and the silent but steady good which im 
he accomplished in his Susy life: The goed 
which such men do lives after them ; and such a N 
life as that ot Johns Hopkins, crowned with I 
private and public blessings, which we re actively 
bestowed during his lifetime, and abun ant in 
good deeds, the results of which will live after

‘HORRIBLE BUTCHERY. 


A Beminiscence of the Olden Time in 
Kentuckr. 


“ Livingston” ti (Ky.) Banner. 

In presenting the following ‘harrative, I have 
to depeud upon my memory for the facts detailed 
to me more than fifty years ago by persons who 
were fully informed on the subject, aided at the 
present by two other peisone pow living, who 
were thon very young, and indistinct as to their 
recollections of the strange occurrences. In ad- 
dition, the records of the Livingston Cireuit and 
County Courts furnish some further light. 

Some time between the years of 1805 and 1809, 
* 88 by the name of Dr. Charles Lewis 
wi 


his family moved from Virginia and settled 
on military tract of land on the Ohio River, |

Hill. In 1807 the Doctor’s lady died ; soon after | 
her death Mrs. Lilburne Lewis also died; they | 


were buried at Rocky Hill; the eraves were in- 
closed by a post-and-rail fence. The whole of the 
white family in their iutercourse with the inhab- 
itants had made the impression that, ia poift of 
literary attainments, eleganceof manners, and ac- 
comphshed demeanor, they had no equals in the 
county, and had occupied as high a position and 
as great social advantages as any in their native 
State. It was thought, however, that the slaves 
were treated with cruel severity. 

In 1809 Lilburne was married to a young 
lady of the county, Miss Lettie Rut- 
ter, her family of high standing, and 
herself reputed faultless in form and beauty and 
of propos sessing accomplishments. Tbe Doctor 
about that time left Rocky Hill with his daugh- 
ter, and went to Salem, or that neighborhood, 
leaving the farm and most of the slaves with his 
three sons, Lilburne having taken his bride 
there. It was soon reported that the 
turned out to be an unhappy one, Mrs. Lewis 
from some cause becoming extremely unhappy ;

When, 
is addition to this fact, we remember what we 
have been told by Greek writers of the char- 
acteristics of bis style, and note how completeiy 
wanting the Elgin marbles are in these char- 
acteristica, the conclusion seems inevitable that 
Phidias was not their author. In Mr. Story's 
opinion, they are probably the work of several

The curious feature of the case is the unques- 
tioning credit which has hitherto been given to 
the assertion that Phidias either desi or ex- 
ecuted the stat ues in «question. is not 
a particle of f to show that he was their 
author, and reis positive evidence that he 
was not.
